BANK LOANS FOR FARMERS 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 
“Fiirmers throughout the country hope that the 
b anks will avail themselves of the latitude given to 
them b y the Currency Bill so that the farmer who 
b elieves that liis grain or cotton is not commanding 
a fair price in the local market after he has har­ 
vested it will b e ab le to b orrow money on fair terms 
to tide him over the early rush,” says the New York 
Commercial. 
“It may b e that the farmer would b e 
wiser to leave speculation on the future price of 
such commodities vlo professional dealers, b ut he 
leels that lie lias as much right to take a chance 
as anyone else and the law seems well designed to 
enab le the b anks to assist him in the way they now 
assist the traders who b uy in a speculative way. 
“James B. Forgan, the well known Chicago hank­ 
er. says tlmt ‘Nothing makes a wheat b in leak like 
a chattel mortgage.’ Mr. Forgan hits the nail on the 
head. 
When a larraer is forced to b orrow money 
on a chattel mortgage he usually has to pay an ex­ 
cessive rate ot interest and his credit is seriously 
impaired at the same time. 
The movement to es­ 
tab lish warehouses in the cotton b elt will help the 
cotton grower b y making his product availab le as 
collateral for b ank loans at low rates of interest. 
There will always b e speculation in cotton and other 
staples, and if Congress passes a b ill to regulate 
Cotton Exchanges this warehouse plan will fit in 
well with its general purpose. 
“One of the directors of a Canadian b ank, doing 
b usiness chiefly in the Canadian Northwest spoke at 
the annual meeting of his b ank on this question. He 
said that last year three-fourths of the entire west­ 
ern wheat crop was dumped on the market within 
three months and that this forced the price down 
eight to ten cents a b ushel to the serious detriment 


of the farmers. 
Those engaged in mixed farming 
who have something to sell the year round are b et­ 
ter oil as a rule than the farmer who puts all his 
eggs in one b asket, b ut in some sections of the 
count rj tiie farmer either cannot or will not engage 
in mixed fanning and he is the man who suffers 
most wnen .he is forced to sell his produce for what 
it will b ring in order to satisfy his creditors. 
\\ hen a larjner b orrows money from a b ank on 
the security of grain or cotton in his b arn and then 
sells his crop and fraudulently puts the money in his 
pocket instead of paying the b ank what he owes he 
should b e severely punished and juries composed of 
farmers should not b e swayed b y sympathy or class 
feeling in dealing out jutice to him. 
If they refuse 
to convict the fraudulent farmer they will render it 
impossib le for the b anks to lend money freely to 
themselves. 
“Loans io farmers of one-half or two-thirds of the 
value of readily saleab le commodities such as wheat 
or cotton should b e the most conservative class of 
b usiness in which a b ank can engage. The railroads 
are often unab le to transport farm produce of this 
kind to market as quickly as the farmers desire and 
a farmer may also need money b adly to do his Fall 
work and at the same time have no chance to take 
his produce to market or to the railroad station. 
Bad roads frequently make it impossib le for‘him to 
do so. If farming credit stands high with the b ank­ 
ing community the farmers will not b e compelled to 
incur losses b y selling for unremunerative prices or 
b y wasting time and efforts in hauling their produce 
when the roads are b ad. 
The possib ilities for help­ 
ing the farmer, which the Canadian b anker sees, 
exist in all parts of this country and the b anks will’ 
make money b y doing their part.
